As  you  will  he  aware  Dr.  S„  T.  G* Gray ,  Deputy  County  Med¬ 
ical  Officer  of  Health  was  your  Acting  Medical  Officer  from 
the  time  of  Dr,  Sleigh's  resignation  until  I  took  up  my  app¬ 
ointment  on  January  3i’d,  1  952. 

Consequently  my  report  is  based  on  previous  records  and 
statistics  rather  than  on  my  own  observations,  I  am  indebted 
to  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  Pairclough, 
for  supplying  much  of  the  information. 

Apart  from  the  birth-rate  being  slightly  lower  than  the 
national  rate,  all  the  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  England  and  Wales.  There  was  only  .one  infant  death  and 
the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  was  nil.  These  two  figures  are 
reason  for  satisfaction. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  outbreak  of  Dysentery  there 
was  no  epidemic  of  serious  infectious  disease. 

The  diphtheria  immunisation  figures  require  watching  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  downward  trend  will  be  checked  in  the  forth¬ 
coming  months. 

On  the  whole  1  951  ?  compares  satisfactorily  'with  previous 
years.

A  small  outbreak  of  dysentery  occurred  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  duo  to  the  Shigella  Sonne i  Organism.  Bacteriological 

examination  of  specimens  of  faeces  from  the  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ilies  affected  was  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Ipswich.  Altogether ,  seven  separate  households  were  affected 
and  21  cases  were  notified  during  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year.
